era Alberta farmers. During Lite ; 
war years it has for several reas ( 
ons, proved u very desua de crap to I 
grow. At the Present time it is sell 
ing at a premium of ten cents per ' 
bushel over spring wheat, and there , 
has be.n a definitely attractive pre . 
m tun for it practically throughout 
tiio war years. Probably the other 
greatest (advantage in favour of 
winter wheat is the fact that it helps 
to solve the lJiour problem, which 
has become incresingly difficult 
sin* o the war began. Winter wttieat 
ripens about two weeks earlier 
than sipring wheat, and therefore, 
extends the harvesting season by 
that extent. 

Winter wheat has given a sligiatly bet 
ter average yield per acre over a 20 
alght year period than spring wheat 
it t';*0 Lethbridge Station, and while 
tfinnll amounts of winter killing hus 
Occurred in certain years, only one 
complete failure was experienced 
during this long period of years. 

Experimental results indicate that 
the 'best time to seed winter wheat 
is th e f rat week in September. Dis 
astrous results from root rot have 
freaquently been experienced in 
Southern Alberta from too early seed 
i g. Disappointment has also ocourr 
ed Quito often when treatwent 101 
ninut lias been omitted. 

A beardless variety is sometimes 
.preferred on account of being more 
easily threshed. Jones Fife is the 
most commonly grown variety of 
this class in the district at the pres 
ent time, and it is probably the most 
desirable beardless variety availablo 
at .preout. It should ho remembered, 
however, that it has a very definite 
tendency to shatter, and it is also 
less winter hardy than Kharkov, the 
standard variety for the district, or 
tho Improved strain of it known as 
Kharkov M.C. 22 . 

Tiie area where winter wttieat atp 
pears to do best in Alberta is in the 
south twest corner of the province. 
UelJbibriUfte is loeuted about in the 
centre of this urea.

\ided without charge. 

It is very important that farmers 
inspect their own fields and, if 
doubtiul about the type of smut 
present, send a sample direct to 
Line Elevators Farm Service. Win¬ 
nipeg, or take it to a local Line 
Elevator agent who will forward it 
to us for identification. 

Losses caused by cereal smuts are 
very great and, with the exceptions 
of iou-c smut of wheat and true 
loose smut of barley, they can be 
controlled with comparatively little 
trouble and expense. 

Ask your local Line Elevator 
agent for a leaflet dealing more 
fully with this subject in which the 
various smuts are described.
